In response to the OjB5ce Action dated April 2, 2008, requiring a response to an 
election/restriction requirement, please consider the following remarks: 

The Examiner indicated that the patent application contains claims directed to the following 
alleged independent or patentably distinct inventions: 

I - Claims 1-39, 47-54, 56-58, 61-68 and 70-98, drawn to a contact lens package; 

II - Claim 40 drawn to a method of using a contact lens package; 

in - Claims 41-46, 59-60 and 69, drawn to a method of distributing contact lenses; and 
IV - Claim 55 drawn to a method of packaging. 



RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 
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Based on review of the clainxs, Applicants elect the claims of Group 1, with traverse. Thus, 
claims; 1-39, 47-54, 56-58, 61-68 and 70-98 are selected explicitly for examination- 

However, Applicant respectfully submits that search and examination of groups I through IV 
can be made without serious burden. See MPEP §803, which states that "[i]f the search and 
examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden , the Exaxniner must 
examine it on the merits^ even though it includes claims to distinct or indep^dent inventions.'' 
(Emphasis added). This policy should apply in the present application to avoid mmecessary delay 
and expense to the Applicants and duplicative examination by the Patent Office, 

Furthermore, the outstanding OfiBce Action of April 2, 2008 requests election of a siixgle 
disclosed species from the following id^lifiied groups: .

See MPEP § 803, which states that 
"[i]f the search and examination of an entire application can be made without serious burden, the 
Examiner must examine it on the merits, ever though it includes claims to distinct or independent 
inventions." (Emphasis added). This policy should apply m the present application to avoid 
unnecessary delay and expense to the Applicants and duplicative examination by the Patent Office.
